Long established as one of Canada's leading performing artists, 
ROBERT SILVERMAN has toured throughout Australia and the Soviet 
Union, and performed in such major centres as London, Paris, 
Washington, Hong Kong, Rio de Janeiro, Leningrad and Sydney. 
Orchestras with whom he has appeared include the Chicago Symphony, 
BBC Symphony, Milwaukee Symphony and Boston Pops. Within Canada, 
he has toured in recital across the country and performed with 
such leading orchestras as the Toronto Symphony, Vancouver 
Symphony, National Arts Centre Orchestra and Montréal Symphony. 


Robert Silverman has made a dozen recordings, one of which 


-- his Orion album of piano music by Liszt -- won a Grand Prix 
du Disque, and his recent album, a digital recording of the 
rarely heard Rachmaninoff Sonata No. 1, was released on the 
Marquis label. He has just finished recording the complete 
piano music of Johannes Brahms for CBC. 


While he appeared in recital at the age of five and made his 
début with the Montréal Symphony when he was fourteen, it 
was only after studying engineering for three years and receiving 
a B.A. in the humanities that Robert Silverman embarked upon 
a career as a concert pianist. He was awarded first prize in 
the Canadian Music Competition and second prize in the CBC 
Talent Competition. Shortly afterwards, he studied in Vienna 
for two years, then completed a Bachelor of Music at McGill 
University in one year. He entered the Eastman School of Music, 
where he became one of the few students in that Institution's 
fifty-year history to earn both an Artist Diploma and a 
Doctorate. 


In addition to his performing career, Robert Silverman is 
Professor of Piano at the University of British Columbia. 
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The Faculty of Muste cordially invites you to attend other 
events in the Edward Johnson Building.
